G.W. STUDENTS HONORED FOR ASSISTANCE 
IN ANACOSTIA REVITALIZATION 


The George Washington University has been recognized by the 
American Planning Association (APA), National Capital Area 
Chapter, for helping Anacostia with revitalization efforts in 
preparation for Metro's Green Line. 

A team of graduate students in GW's Urban and Regional 
Planning Department received the first place award in the 1986 
student competition, sponsored by the APA. Their prize-winning 
project, entitled "Old Anacostia—A Capital Gain," was created to 
encourage the development of useful, innovative and feasible 
plans which could be applied to a specific neighborhood in the 
Washington metropolitan area. 

At the request of the Anacostia Coordinating Council (ACC), 
which was formed in 1983 to encourage growth in the Anacostia 
area, the GW team set out to identify and evaluate future growth 
and development opportunities for Anacostia that were likely to 
result from the extension of Metro service to the area by 1990. 

Anacostia is considered an area rich in history and cultural 
tradition, yet troubled for several decades by continuous 
problems of unemployment, loss of businesses, failed housing 


-more- 
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developments and high crime. The Anacostia community sees the new 
station of Metro's Green Line as a critical opportunity to rally 
support for revitalization efforts. 

The Anacostia Coordinating Council is now working on 
implementing some of GW's recommendations, in hopes that the 
coordinated ACC/GW effort will ensure that Old Anacostia—its 
residents and businesses together—might reap the full benefits 
that Metro service may bring to the community. 

The "Old Anacostia" development concept planning area is 
centered on the Anacostia's historic district and includes most 
of the Martin Luther King, Jr. Avenue and Good Hope Road 
commercial corridors. 

An official with the Anacostia Coordinating Council called 
GW's plan "the hope of the residents of Anacostia," while APA 
jurors noted that the plan for Anacostia "is very likely to 
improve the quality of life in a vital area of the city that is 
in great need of revitalization."

REAGAN REVOLUTION HAS HURT THE AMERICAN WORKER 


"The Reagan rush to deregulate has severely damaged the 
effectiveness of federal policies which were designed to assist 
American workers," say the authors of a new study on government 
regulation and the workplace, "Budget cuts, lax administration 
and inadequate legislative oversight have reduced the federal 
role in the workplace with little regard for need or merit," 

In their new book. Protecting American Workers: An 
Assessment of Government Programs (BNA Books/Bureau of National 
Affairs), George Washington University economists Sar A, Levitan, 
Peter E, Carlson and Isaac Shapiro examine government regulations 
affecting the workplace. They found that policies were generally 
expanded and strengthened for nearly 50 years, but in the 1980s, 
a different pattern has emerged. 

The authors cite: 

•Federal funding of employment and training assistance has been 
cut in half since 1981, 

♦The minimum wage has dropped to its lowest real level since 
1955, 


♦The enforcement of equal employment opportunity and health and 
safety laws has declined dramatically, 

♦An historically low portion of the unemployed—only one in 
three in 1985—now receive unemployment insurance.

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"Taken separately, the trends are damaging enough. 

Together, they show that workers receive less protection in all 
areas of their employment—when looking for work, while working, 
and if they lose their jobs," the authors say. 

In analyzing current trends and the impact in the 
workplace, the authors examine eight separate areas: education 
and training programs, equal employment opportunity, minimum wage 
and overtime pay, occupational safety and health, labor law, 
unemployment insurance, social security, and pensions. 

The authors strongly defend the need for and the success of 
these programs, "The evidence clearly shows that federal 
interventions have had a positive impact on the workplace. The 
industrial jurisprudence system that emerged as a result of 
federal regulation, the establishment of a floor under wages, the 
ban on discrimination, and income support programs during 
unemployment or 'the golden years,' all have contributed to 
making the workplace closer to the democratic ideals of a 
compassionate and affluent society," they state. "In some cases, 
federal interventions have also enhanced economic efficiency. In 
every case, federal intervention occurred after it became clear 
the market system did not provide for corrective voluntary 
action, and that state efforts were inadequate," 

The authors conclude that "Reagan administration efforts 
to change government policies protecting American workers have

weakened these policies considerably. However, the basic 
structure of federal regulations of the workplace remains intact. 
The task now confronting policy makers is to restore these 
regulations to previous levels of support."

ZWERDLING JOINS G.W. AS UNIVERSITY PROFESSOR 


Literary scholar Alex Zwerdling has joined the faculty of 
The George Washington University as a University Professor of 
English. He comes from the University of California at Berkeley 
where he served on the faculty for 25 years. 

Zwerdling describes his interests as "focused on the 
intersection between literature and the movements usually 
studied by historians, sociologists and political theorists." 

He has authored three books, Yeats and the Heroic Ideal, Orwell 
and the Left and Virginia Woolf and the Real World. He has 
also written numerous essays and reviews. 

Zwerdling earned his B.A. from Cornell University in 
1953. He then attended Princeton University where he earned his 
M.A. in 1956 and his Ph.D. in 1960. 

He has been a Fulbright Scholar and a Fellow of the Center 
for Advanced Study in the Behavorial Sciences. He has held 
fellowships from both the Guggenheim Foundation and the 
American Council for Learned Societies as well. He has also 
chaired the 20th Century British Literature Division of the 
Modern Language Association. 
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In further explaining his scholarly interests, Zwerdling 
says, "Most writers seem responsive to and affected by the 
social and historical currents of their time, by the ways 
their society is changing. Their reactions are varied and 
individual. Some think of their work as a contribution to those 
changes; some write in opposition to them; some feel a powerful 
nostalgia for an earlier way of life. Few remain indifferent to 
what is happening outside the room in which they write.” 

In announcing Zwerdling's appointment, GW Vice President 
for Academic Affairs Roderick French said, "Alex Zwerdling's 
distinguished reputation in the field combined with the 
distinctive orientation of his scholarship made him the 
unanimous choice of a broadly interdepartmental search 
committee. I am confident that students from many disciplines 
will welcome the opportunity to study with Professor 
Zwerdling."

CORPORATE AMERICA MUST RESPOND TO CHANGES 
SIGNALED BY NEW ECONOMIC ERA, SAYS G.W. MANAGEMENT SPECIALIST 

'•The economy is in crisis because the entire social order 
itself is in a state of crisis,” says William E. Halal, 
professor of management with The George Washington 
University. The remedy is not to impose new taxes, but "to 
redefine major institutions, especially the large corporations 
that dominate the economy," Halal says. 

Halal makes his assessments in his recently published 
book. The New Capitalism (Wiley, 1986). The book provides a 
glimpse at America's post-industrial future involving what the 
author describes as a new system of political economy, which 
Halal has coined the "New Capitalism." 

The economy, he says, is undergoing "an historic 
transformation" propelled by the growth of the information 
industry. Moreover, old formulas for business success, focused 
on power and profit, no longer will work, he says.

The thrust of Halal's "New Capitalism" concept is a 
synthesis of left and right wing ideologies. Halal contends 
that economic productivity as well as human welfare will be 
improved by unifying the "profit" and "social" goals of 
business. The result, he says, will be a more powerful form of 
political economy which fulfills America's basic values of 
cooperation and competition, forming a system of "Democratic 
Free Enterprise." 

The book is defined in terms of seven key concepts, which 
are groupings of 40 major trends based on several hundred 
examples of innovative management. It documents more than 
two decades of research, including 30 of Halal's own studies, 
probing the successes and failures of corporate America. 

Halal identifies several key factors which he predicts 
will figure in future corporate success, such as participative 
leadership and "smart growth," which involves using high 
technology to better serve human needs. "In short," he says, 
"IBM is an early prototype of the New Capitalism." He also 
identifies other pioneering companies destined to succeed 
because they incorporate futuristic practices and accommodate 
contemporary needs. Among these are Chrysler, GE, Hewlett- 
Packard, 3M, TRW, MCI, Control Data and Wang. 

Halal raises caution flags for companies that reflect 
the "Old Capitalism," and he specifically cites General Motors.

The future success of corporate America is tied to 
its ability to view problems as opportunities, he adds. "There 
is no lack of opportunities for imaginative entrepreneurs who 
see that the problems plaguing society can be converted into 
attractive new ventures. Stagflation is simply a temporary 
symptom of the transition to a more automated, sophisticated 
level of economic development—smart growth—that will vastly 
improve the quality of life." 

Moreover, companies should "pay less attention to sales 
levels, financial figures and so on in order to focus on 
evaluating the benefits the firm delivers to clients," he 
says. "If we really hope to understand and serve customers 
better, this information is far more useful because it is the 
very source of business vitality, while traditional measures 
simply reflect the gains that result later." 

Halal became interested in this field while pursuing 
doctoral studies at the University of California at 
Berkeley. He plans to periodically revise his book, and 
track the transition to the new system of business and 
economics as its unfolds. He predicts the "New Capitalism" will 
have fully evolved by the Year 2000. 

In recognition of his work in this area, Halal has been 
awarded the Mitchell Prize by the Club of Rome for a paper 
titled, "Beyond the Profit Motive." Also, in 1985 he received 
an honor medal from the Freedoms Foundation for fostering 
excellence in the study of private enterprise.

WASHINGTON, D.C. — The first pviblic exhibition of Israeli art 
selected from the collection of Kathryn Yochelson of Washington, 
D.C., will open to the public on Wednesday, December 10, in the 
Dimock Gallery, The George Washington University, in Lisner 
Auditorium, 21st and H Streets, N.W. 

The collection is made up of a cross-section of Israeli art 
produced in the period beginning just before Israel achieved 
independence in 1948, and extending to 1970. It reflects the 
life and landscape of Israel during a time of turbulence and the 
impact upon a group of mostly European immigrant-artists, many of 
them refugees from the Holocaust.

Only two of the artists are native Israelis; Yaacov Agam 
and Moshe Castel; others emigrated from Poland, Russia, the 
Ukraine, Czechoslovakia, Romania, Germany, Austria and Switzer¬ 
land. One was born in Iraq and another in China. One, Arie 
Lubin, was born in the United States. 

Along with Agam, the best-known among the 24 artists are 
Mordecai Ardon, Marcel Janco, Reuven Rubin, Jakob Steinhardt and 
Anna Ticho. 

The exhibition is titled "Personal Vision: The Yochelson 
Collection of Israeli Art." It includes oils, watercolors and 
prints, assembled from 1937 to the recent past. 

"These are artists of my own generation," observes 
Mrs. Yochelson, "I felt strongly that something extraordinary was 
happening in the arts of Israel that needed to be captured and 
preserved." 

Because reliable information — there were almost no books 
on the subject — was so hard to come by, Mrs. Yochelson resolved 
to pursue her inquiries at the source. She made the first of 
many visits to Israel, seeking out newly arrived artists in 
cities, towns, kibbutzim (cooperative farms) and, often, in 
remote outposts. 

Her friendship with major Israeli artists and with art 
directors, curators and critics resulted in her accumulation of

countless letters, monographs and mementos. Together with her 
large collection of books on Israel's artistic heritage, the 
material is said to constitute a library that has few equals 
among private collections on Israeli art. 

While living in Buffalo, New York, she was instrumental in 
bringing one of the earliest exhibitions of modern Israeli art to 
the United States, the "Seven Painters of Israel" exhibition. 
First presented at Buffalo's Albright-Knox Art Gallery, the 
exhibition went on a national tour in 1953. 

Mrs. Yochelson, art educator and lecturer, is a patron of 
the Israel Museum and a member of the international board of 
governors of the Tel Aviv Museum.

The George Washington University today (Nov. 26) announced 
the estaolishment of the Martin Luther King, Jr. Medals for 
outstanding service in the field of human rights. 

One award will recognize annually a person who nas 
maintained a faithful puolic life consonant with the ideals for 
which Dr. King lived and died—commitment, personal integrity, 
conscience, ethical and religious reflection, community service, 
integration, peace and non-violence.

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Subscribers can choose from nine "tracks" or subject areas, 
featuring programs targeted to specific employee groups—such as 
managers, supervisors, or technical staff.

Five basic tracks will offer programming in management and 
supervision, sales and marketing, computer literacy, effective 
communication and technical skills. Four premium tracks will 
focus on more specialized information needs of audiences such as 
accountants, corporate counsels, and computer specialists, and 
will include a track that shows new training material.
